Irian army struggling to save itselt 
from annlUlation, RoasiaB tiwva l^ave 
destroyed a large part of the commis- 
sary supplies of the euemy, according 
to an official auuouncenient made here 
today. The Russians are threatenin.t 
the entire line of communication ut 
tbe Austrtans and may succeed in 
preventing them from retreat. 

By ttieir sudden stroke directed 
from Russian Poland over tlie V'istu 
la, the Russians have compelled the 
Austrians who l>ad fortified positions, 
to fall back, being ontllanked. The 
Russians are now crossing the San 
in force, capturing many guns and 
prisoners. 

The destruction of the Austrian sup- 
plies was one of the most heroic ex- 
ploits yet accomplished by the Rus- 
sian troops. A company of eossaek 
scouts swam the Vi-tula under the 
cover of darkness and succeeded in 
making their way alouR its banks to 
tbe nelgbborbood of tbe general head 
quarters. 

Scouts had leamei the loeatlon of 

the Austrian supplies, which had been 
bnmght from Cracow by boat. The 
flffgaaf^M were able to move directly 
to the aoene. The guards sUtioned 
at the boats were quickly dispatched 
and then the destruction began. 
gnppHee Are Oeakreyed. 
The cossacks blew up or set fire 
to 2 steamboats, 17 pontoons, 18 
barges and a large number of smaller 
boats and rafts. The greater part of 
the mvvttea had not yet been unload- 
ed, but the cossacks completed their 
uak by burning all the military equip- 
ment that they could find ashore. 

Having accomplished tlieir task the 
cossacks again swam the river and re- 
joined the Russian army. They lost 
only five men in the daring mid. 

The blow struck at the Anatrlans 
by the cossacks is expected to have 
tremendous effect 

Among tbe suppUes destroyed was 
a great qnanUty of annnnitl no as 
well as food. 

As fast as the Russian army ad- 
vances Into Gallcla it repairs the rall- 
ronds and uses them for military 
pnrpoeea. In railroad construction 
work akme 40.000 Russiana are em- 
ployed. As fast as the Hnea are put 
into operation the guns captured from 
the Austriaus are taken Into the new 
battle front and there turned SflSiMl 
th^ tonner poeteseors.
